He has told 
us that if we will come to Him He 
will blot out our sins and make us 
whiter than snow. But sometimes we 
like to do as I did with the kitten. 
We want to pull the sins out of the 
ground and remind ourselves of them, 
look over them again, weep over them 
again, and be sorry for them again, 
and confess them again, and tell the 
Lord about them again just as though 
they had never been buried. Of 
course, each time our imagination 
works overtime and we imagine a lot 
of things which never happened at 
all. 

Now, that isn’t wise. Let us do as 
I should have done with the black 
cat — bury the sins under the prec- 
ious blood, turn them over to the 
Lord Jesus for Him to blot out, and 
then go away singing and never come 
back to that grave again.

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Revival is 
Believing 


Probably no word in an evangeli- 
cal’s terminology is more misunder- 
stood and yet more desired to ex- 
perience than revival. Throughout 
this century, more intensely in the 
past decade, concerted speculative 
calculations have been voiced con- 
cerning revival. 


“Where's that revival?” churchfolk 
are now asking. But revival is not 
something like a streamliner schedul- 
ed to pull into the station at 7:32. 
There is no timetable for revival. It 
comes when man’s heart is ready to 
receive the Holy Spirit’s power work- 
ing through the life. It comes when 
man wants it. 

“Revival is just around the corner,” 
comes the dubious reply. But it is not 
like a thief lurking in the shadows of 
a city building. Revival will not 
pounce on unsuspecting Christians. 
Rather, it comes to a prepared people. 
God has established the conditions; 
it is man’s opportunity to fulfill them. 

“Revival is breaking; see all the 
signs,” say the optimists. But revival 
doesn’t come like a thunderstorm on 
a summer night. Its course cannot be 
charted like a winter cold wave. Be- 
cause a spirit of revival strikes the 
Hebrides, shakes the Congo, pervades 
the missionaries of Japan and touches 
certain Christian workers of India is 
no indication that it will reach us to- 
morrow. God works through individ- 
uals, not geographic locations. Cli- 
matic conditions have nothing to do 
with it, but the fervor of the heart 
does. 

“Another revival will never come; 
God doesn’t work that way any more,” 
say the pessimists. But revival isn’t 
like a wornout pair of shoes or a 
broken bat. It hasn’t outlived its use- 
fulness. Even as the frightened dis- 
ciples after Christ’s ascension needed 
Pentecost, so do Christians today 
need a spiritual revival. 

No, revival is not an easy thing. It 
is more than a spiritual awakening. 
A spiritual awakening deals with the 
regeneration of the unsaved, but re- 
vival works in the hearts of Christ- 


2 ians. 


Revival means more than humility, 
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repentance and sorrow for sin. All 
these are requisites before a person 
can establish contact with God. God 
ignores the desires of the proud and 
sinful. 

But God often also ignores the de- 
sires of the humble, upright Christian 
who lacks the faith to claim the prom- 
ises of Scripture. God wants possess- 
ing belief. “Without faith it is im- 
possible to please Him (Heb. 11:6). 
‘If thou canst believe, all things are 
Ses to him that believeth” (Mark 

It is not enough to be like clay; re- 
vival is not passive. God wants Josh- 
uas to conquer in the name of the 
Lord. One writer has penned, “Limp- 
ness in the hand of God is not prayer. 
Utmost prayer is to unyieldingly re- 
fuse a denial and most ardently insist 
and persist on having our rights in 
Christ.” 

The effectual, frevent prayer .. . 
availeth much” (James. 5:16), and 
that kind of prayer will engender re- 
vival. But effectual prayer means 
faith, faith that God will answer as 
He has promised in His Word. All 
these things we have known, of 
course, for years, but we've never act- 
ed upon them. 

Maybe that’s why we haven't seen 
revival yet.

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Abiding Power

ye The secret of the kind of spiritual 


power most believers wish they had! 


“He that abideth in me, and I in 
him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit.” — John 15:5. 

“But ye shall receive power — 
and shall be witnesses unto me.” 


— Acts 1:8. 


Visitors to the beautiful white mar- 
ble Cathedral in Milan are challeng- 
ed as they leave by the Latin mottoes 
inscribed on the three gracious exit 
arches, On the left is written, “All 
that pleases is for a moment.” On the 
other side, “All that troubles is for a 
moment.” But the central arch blazes 
forth a message more important — a 
message that must be indelibly im- 
pressed upon every Christian’s think- 
ing, “That only is important which 
is eternal.” 

Today, as never before, worry and 
the jet pace of life, with its scream- 
ing of impending doom, have almost 
robbed many believers of their eter- 
nal destiny. Even Christian youth 
grasps at the wispy shadows labeled, 
“pleasure,” not only thwarting the 
purpose for which he was created, 
but also forfeiting his rightful share 
of the power of God. In the race that 
is modern life, those who have walk- 
ed the way for years become weary 
and spend their time as if their 
troubles were their eternal occupa- 
tion, forgetting that the Christian life 
is the life of the overcomer. 

The shorter catechism of one of 
the great denominations states that 
the chief end of man is to glorify God. 
Honor can only be brought to His 
name by those who have found com- 
pleteness of life in Him. It is pleasing 
to God that every follower should be 
a partaker of His dynamic power. 
This Divine Power is given for the 
asking. The Bible plainly teaches, “I 
can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me — As your faith is, 
so be it unto you — With God all 
things are possible — If God be for us 
who can be against usP” These prom- 
ises, of course, are only made to those 
in Christ and fully surrendered to 
Him. Much harm has been done to 
the glorious gospel by those of liberal 
theology who would teach an uplift- 
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ing philosophy apart from the sacri- 
fice of Christ. It cannot be! But there 
is positive power for those who not 
only think on these promises, but 
stand firmly upon the entire Word of 
God. When we come to the place 
where we know, not intellectually, 
but with a faith greater than reason, 
the resources the Father has made 
manifest unto us through Jesus Christ, 
we have no place for fears which 
stem from our troubles; or indolence 
which grows from our pleasures. 

Paul cried from his heart, “I count 
all things loss that I might know Him 
and the power of His resurrection.” 
(Phil. 3:8-10) Mr. Average Christian 
today cannot make this statement. 
Loss of his rightful heritage has 
come because not all is counted as 
loss. Can we longer tarry on the low- 
lands of mediocre spiritual experience 
when the mountain tops gleam _be- 
fore us as a bright eternal goal to be 
won? Today the Lord himself would 
make us flaming evangelists, forging 
ahead with the message, “Jesus 
saves,” instead of weak individuals 
passively resisting the wiles of the 
enemy. The locomotive uses the same 
steam power to blow the whistle or 
to pull its heavy load to its destina- 
tion. The glories visited upon the 
Christian from the heavenlies may 
likewise blow the whistle of self- 
blessing, or may move the glory train 
on its way toward eternity, bearing 
many souls to the Lord in an ever in- 
creasing revival tide. 

Men have cried and God _ has 
moved. John Knox prayed, “Give me 
Scotland or I die.” His fervor and 
burning desire melted him before the 
Lord until his own weakness became 
the very strength of Christ, and the 
Island was renovated by the Holy 
Ghost. Philip, the humble deacon, 
stopped his very successful work in

the City of Samaria, and clothed in « 
the strength of God, went into the 
southern desert. To onlookers this 
seemed a mistake, a neglected duty, 
but because Philip was so enraptur- 
ed with God’s will for his life, he was 
given the first convert of the heathen 
world, and in a real sense became the 
father of the great African church. 
His name is recorded forever because 
all became loss that he might know 
the power of God and work for eter- 
nity. 

There is no new sign or new way. 
Promises of power and life only come 
through the Bible — a book to be 
studied through tears and prayer un- 
til the strength-giving words become 
part of the Christian’s being. Yet 
consecration has an important role. 
We are what we will be. Can we live 
below the spiritual standard? The 
crucified One looks longingly on 
Christendom today as He looked so 
long ago over Jerusalem, Is there one 
who will believe and be a herald of 
the power that comes from abiding 
in Christ? 

We must watch that our goal is 
God’s goal for us and that His power 
is used only for His purpose. The 
power of the vine fills the life of all 
the branches. This makes all those 
who are abiding in Christ joined to- 
gether with Him. He alone is central, 
and He alone gives life to those in 
His keeping. Bishop Hall states, “Un- 
glue thyself from the world and the~ 
vanities of it; put thyself upon thy 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ; leave 
not till thou findest thyself firmly 
united to Him; look not, therefore, 
for any blessing out of Him, and in, 
and by, and from Him, look for all 
blessings. Let Him be thy life; and 
wish not to live longer than thou art 
quickened by Him.” 


This is the crux of the power we 
have by dwelling in Jesus Christ 
(His power given us by the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit) that we might 
bear fruit. And the fruit of a Christ- 
ian obviously is like after like, or 
Christian after Christian. Christ plain- 
ly teaches His followers to go and 
bear fruit. (John 15:16) Abiding in 
Christ brings a real spiritual exper- 
ience of Christian virtues and of souls 
saved. The gospel of John tells us 
what danger stands before those who 
are not allowing the power of the 
Christ-life to flow through them in 
sufficient quantity to bear fruit. 

No time now for feelings—troubles 
or pleasures. We have a destination! 
We have an occupation! The blossom 
of love born upon the branch united 
with the Saviour will mature into

Some figures were given to me the 
other day which made me realize as 
never before the task we have in the 
Northern California and Nevada Dis- 
trict. The population of our district 
is 6,474,852. The number of Assem- 
blies of God- churches is 800, which 
means that each of our churches have 
the responsibility of reaching an 
average of 31,583 people! How true 
is the statement that the harvest is 
plenteous but the laborers are few! 

However, I don’t think we should 
take a defeatest attitude and allow 
ourselves to think that the task can- 
not be done. It can! We can bring 
thousands of people into our Sunday 
Schools if we plan and work to do it. 
The October Enlargement Campaign, 
which will be launched October 2, 
can well be the means of reaching 
large numbers of people with at least 
one witness to the saving power of 
our Lord. Here’s some information 
the national office sent me concern- 
ing this campaign which, incidental- 
ly, is really different this year: 

“The greatest Sunday School at- 
tendance drive ever conducted by 
the Assemblies of God will be launch- 


ed October 2 for Enlargement Month. 
The campaign has been entirely re- 
vamped, with all kinds of new ma- 
terials prepared; for the use of the 
pastors, superintendents, visitation 
workers and for those helping to pro- 
mote the campaign. 

“Free items will be available for 
use in the local church. The combin- 
ed handbook and Enlargement Month 
catalogue, which will contain many 
suggestions for conducting the cam- 
paign, will be mailed soon. 

The theme for the activities this 
year is especially beamed to the peo- 
ple to be contacted in visitation. It 
is “Find Your Place in Sunday School” 
with the sub-themes: A Place for 
You; A Place to Learn; A Place to 
Worship; A Place to Fellowship; and 
A Place to Serve. 

I believe if we plan for Enlarge- 
ment Month, we can reach more peo- 
ple in Northern California and Ne- 
vada this year than we ever have be- 
fore. May I strongly urge you to take 
advantage of the materials offered 
for the month of October and win 
every person you can to Sunday 
School and to Christ.

For 2 and 8 year olds... 
New Nursery Course 


“Happy Times in the Nursery 
Class,” is the new Nursery Course be- 
ing prepared by the Department of 
Church School Publications will be 
available for the fourth quarter of 
this year. This two-year course is 
written especially for 2 and 3 year 
old children and is complete with 
teachers manuals, “Picture Aids” and 
“Remembering Pictures.” - 

The Teacher’s quarterly, in ad- 
dition to lesson material, contains full 
instructions and diagrams for prepar- 
ing the visual aids and patterns for 
the handwork.

The Sunday school of the San Bruno 
church as it appeared on.June 5.

Pastor Cole tells us that 16 of this 
group are recent converts, 6 being 
saved the day the picture was taken. 
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In the Missions Seminar Brother Haystead asked... 


“Ane We Mechanics or Missionaries?” 


The purpose of this session is not 
to convert you, for you who are here 
are already converted to the spirit 
and need of World Missions. Every- 
one of you as a missionary, pastor, 
sectional representative, or women’s 
missionary council officer has to do 
with the work of missions in our Dis- 
trict and as such you are our “sales 
force.” This is a “sales meeting” and 
we want you to join with us in plan- 
ning an effective District Missionary 
Program. For that reason we must 
realize at the beginning that the very 
basis of “Missions” must always be a 
spiritual one. If our program is mere- 
ly a mechanical procedure or if it 
becomes simply a glorified contest 
between churches, it is then some- 
thing very superficial and we have 
lost the very heart of “Missions” en- 
tirely. 

Everyone of us must first of all re- 
cognize that the spiritual force of mis- 
sionary enterprise is the intense bur- 
den that each individual must carry 
for the world. 

The most frustrating thing about 
missionary work is the ever-growing 
need. When you realize that we ac- 
tually have more to do today than 


when the church started 2000 years 


ago, it nearly drives you to despair. 
I wonder sometimes if the mission- 
arys greatest conflict isn’t often the 
emotional pressure of the terrible 
frustration of a need that never seems 
to be met. No matter what he does, 
no matter how hard he works, day 
after day after day, thru the night, 
all argund the clock, he knows he 
could literally burn himself out and 
still never seem to make more than 
a mere beginning in the job that is 
to be done. It must drive a missionary 
nearly frantic! Sometimes we feel 


that pressure here until it almost over- 


whelms us. It is then we begin to 
realize just a little of the pressure that 
must have been upon the heart of our 
Lord Himself when He carried there 
the dire need of the entire world! 
We must reaffirm to ourselves here 
in this conference that unless we have 
a like burden and a similar compell- 
ing passion, such as motivated Him, 
we can never really do missionary 
work! We must have what we used 
to call “a burden for souls.” 

I find a constant struggle in my 
own heart against the danger of be- 
coming encumbered with the me- 
chanics of our job and thereby losing 
the very heart of our task. This is true 
in pastoral as well as District minis- 
try. It is possible for us to build the 
church numerically, financially, and 


_apparently spiritually, and yet never 


really carry a burden . . . never even 
have a sleepless night because men 
are lost! We can build the church 
with all the mechanical precision of 
a man selling vacuum cleaners, but 
unless we have a genuine burden in 
our hearts, nearly everything we do 
has little or no meaning. 

I have a strange feeling that if we 
are not careful we may develop big 
churches, big movements, and big 
programs, and yet stand in the pres- 
ence of. the Master on that Day ab- 
solutely empty handed because of 
improper motivation! It is the motiva- 
tion of missions that concerns me the 
most — the “WHY” we do it! If we 
promote missions because we love 
the world as He loved it, then we 
have the right spirit. I trust that every 
person in this room that has anything 
whatsoever to do with our missionary 
program will solemnly dedicate him- 
self during this conference to keeping 
Missions in this District on a spiritual 
basis! Let’s ask God to move on our 
hearts during these two days together 


in such a manner that will produce 
a spiritual tone for the entire District. 

It is true that the work of mission- 
ary promotion has its more mechani- 
cal aspects and we must not ignore 
them for they are important; how- 
ever, if we lose the spiritual emphas- 
is, we have taken the heart out of our 
program — the very thing that 
MAKES Missions! 

I have been asked on several oc- 
casions, “Brother Haystead, do you 
think it is possible that we have 
reached our saturation point — mis- 
sionary-wise — in our District? Have 
we come to the place in our move- 
ment where we have perhaps more 
missionaries than we can adequately 
support?” I am afraid there are a 
number of people that feel that way. 
Even missionaries are beginning to 
wonder about this, to say nothing 
about some officials and pastors who 
are feeling that we may have gone 
about as far as we can go. I suppose 
I would possibly feel that way if I 
didn’t know the facts. Every month 
there comes across my desk the re- 
port of the giving of the churches of 
this District. When I read it I become 
more firmly convinced that we have- 
nt even begun to scratch the surface. 
Take our most recent quarterly re- 
port. In the first quarter of this year, 
70 churches in our District did not 
give one single offering to Missions 
the first three months of 1955! We 
certainly haven't reached a saturation 
point by any means! We cannot allow 
these words in our vocabulary. The 
Bible reminds us, in the words of 
Jesus, that we should “pray the Lord 
of the harvest that He would send 
forth laborers.” 

Another major objective should be 
that of continuing to foster a spirit of 
missionary interest among our pas- 
tors. If we can get a pastor to believe 
and preach in Missions, we will have 
a church that practices “Missions.” 
The principle of “like priest, like peo- 
ple” is undeniable! We must help our 
pastors to realize that developing a 
missionary church is “good business,” 
for God’s promised blessing is show- 
ered upon the people who actually 
share in the active spreading of the 
gospel throughout the world. 


In short, we must prepare our own 
hearts to participate in God's great 
plan for “preaching the gospel to 
every creature, ‘and plan definitely 
and work diligently to insure an ever- 
growing missionary consciousness in 
our own District,

Workable Ideas for WMC Groups 


Two services sponsored by the W. 
M. C. were conducted daily during 
the Bethany Park Camp. A regular 
Missionary service was held nightly 
at 6 P. M. The 1:30 P. M. service was 
a practical “How to do it” Workshop. 
The following suggestions were pre- 
sented: 


1. Make Bible Cases for Native 
workers out of Oilcloth or denim. 


Attach long straps to be worn over 
the shoulder. 


2. Paint coffee cans with bright 
enamel and fill with “dime store” no- 
tions. Include spools of thread of var- 
ious colors. 

3. Have a Harvest time meeting 
and tithe your canned fruit and jell- 
ies. Give to the missionaries while 
home on furlough. 

4. Have an attractive missionary 


board in your church. Use the Chal- 


lenge and Evangel, also missionary 
letters. Keep it up to date. 

5. Subscribe to Gospel Publishing 
House Periodicals and the Glad Tid- 
ings for your local library. 

6. Send a box to foreign bible 
schools of tablets, paper, pencils, 
crayolas, thumb tacks and general 
school supplies. 

7. McCall Pattern No. 1749 con- 
tains designs for six animal-head 
washcloth mitts. These can be per- 
sonalized with missionary child’s 
name. Include soap, tooth brush and 
other toilet articles for a gift box. 

8. Do not pack soap or moth balls 
with food parcels. 

9. Enclose fashion pages and pat- 
tern sheets in boxes and letters. 

10. Apples wrapped in silver foil 
will arive in good condition to most 
foreign fields. 

11. Now is the time to appoint a 
“postman” for your W. M. C. group. 
Obtain postal specifications and 
declarations slips from the post office, 
and also be responsible for packing 
and mailing the packages. Mark all 
parcels, “Gift parcel — unsolicited,” 
or, “Not for commercial use.” 

12. The Lawrence Borsis, P. O. 
Box 318, Suva, Fiji Islands, write that 
they distribute over 1,000 pieces of 
literature weekly. They can use your 
old Sunday School papers and Evan- 
gels, also used clothing. The Fiji is- 
lands has no restrictions, just declare, 
“of no commercial value.” 

13. Missionary C. C. Huckerby 
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(Women’s Federation of Jamaica) 
Cross Roads P. O. Jamaica, B. W. I. 
needs used children’s clothing. By 
using this address the package will be 
duty free. 

14, Some missionaries in Africa use 
Grape Kool-Aid for communion. In- 
clude a package in your letter. 

15. Tomato, bean and cucumber 
seeds are wanted in W. Africa, these 
also can be enclosed in letters. 

16. Used tin cans No. 2% size can 
be re-used. This reduces the cost of 
canning considerably. Order your 
canner wholesale by sending your 
name and address to Mrs. Carl Stur- 
geon, 1443 Lincoln Way, Auburn, 
Calif. The canners, with full di- 
rections for both new and old cans 
are mailed C. O. D. The cost is 
around $14.00. Cans and lids may be 
ordered from ‘General Can Co., 274 
Brannan, San Francisco.

Christian Day Schools:— 

Evangelical - sponsored C-h-r-i-s-t- 
ian day school enrollments, along with 
those of the rest of the nation’s pri- 
vate and parochial schools, are in- 
creasing twice as rapidly as in the 
public schools, according to a recent 
report released by U.S. census bureau. 

Since 1948, the first year for which 
comparable data is available, the 
number of public school pupils has 
increased by 4,800,000 or 20 per cent; 
whereas the number of private and 
parochial school pupils has grown by 
1,200,000 or more than 40 per cent. 

American school enrollment has hit 
an all-time high of 30,000,000. Ele- 
mentary enrollment (first eight 
grades) now stands at 24,400,000, the 
bureau estimated; high school enroll- 
ment is 7,700,000 and college enroll- 
ment 2,400,000. In addition, 1, 500,- 
000 children under six were in kin- 
dergarten classes. 

Enrollment in private and parochial 
schools below the college level is 
4,000,000 and in the public schools 
30,000,000 the bureau reported. 


Dads go AWOL:— 

Another reason why juvenile delin- 
quency may be more fault of parents, 
less the kid’s, has come to light. In 
1952, 655,0000 married women in the 
U. S. with children under 18 had 
been deserted by their husbands. 
This represented an increase of 50 
per cent over 1940. Reason why, has 
officials of the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare puz- 
zled. Other observers point to gen- 
eral moral breakdown since 1940 
and need for spiritual revival. 


The Chief Tax Payers:— 
Eighty-seven per cent of individual 
income tax revenue is produced by 
the beginning rate of twenty per cent. 
If Mr. Average Man would do as well 
in praying for his government as he 
does in supporting it, how much bet- 
ter would this nation be! 
Millions for Missions:— 
In a recent meeting of the Seventh- 
day Adventist denomination the larg- 
est mission budget in the history of 


the church was voted, slightly over 
$20,000,000 for 1955.: 
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An Ounce of Prevention:— 

Lancaster, Pennsylvania teenagers 
found guilty of violating motor ve- 
hicle regulations in the community of 
Marietta, are being “sentenced” to at- 
tend Sunday school for a period of 
two to three months under a plan 
developed between local police chiefs. 
The youthful offenders are given 
cards bearing the dates of their re- 
quired Sunday school attendance 
which must be punched by the pas- 
tors.
